REPORT OF SELECTMEN 


During the past year your Board of Selectmen and the sev- , 
eral departments of the Town have been greatly handicapped 
in keeping within appropriations on account of the high costs 
of materials and labor. We believe, however, that the busi- 
ness of the Town has been administered as economically as 
possible consistent. with good work. ‘The various boards of 
town officers have co-operated with us in securing the best re 
sults, and we wish to express our appreciation for their assist- 
ance. | 

In the matter of public works we would advocate a construc- 
tive policy as heretofore. We would recommend the building 
of concrete bridge each year to replace the old type of wooden 
bridge which is dangérous as well as costly to maintain. A 
portion of macadam road should be built yearly and the con- 
struction of granolithic sidewalks should be continued. We 
would also recommend that a sufficient sum of money should ~ 
be appropriated annually to repair and maintain the macadam 
roads which we already have. The town fences need immediate 
‘attention, and the appropriation for the use of the Highway 
Surveyor should be increased considerably to enable him to do 


this work.

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REPORT OF FIRE ENGINEERS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Engineers of Fire Department appointed by your board 
met and organized as follows: 


GEORGE E. WHITEHEAD, Chief. 
JOSEPH E. ARMY, Clerk. 
WM. D. HORNE, Asst. 


‘During the year there have been 17 bell alarms. Six of 
these were false. Combination Co. No. 1 answered all the bell 
alarms and 14 still alarms. Combination Co. No. 2 answered 
all bell alarms and 8 still alarms. The fire on August 16th at 
St. Joseph’s Hospital was the only fire where great loss oc- 
curred. The building was located so far from available water 
supply that the building could not be saved. We wish to credit 
Hose Co., No. 2 of Worcester with a prompt response to a call 
for assistance. The loss of this building would indicate that 
prevention is the only protection to buildings located Use ore 
there is no water supply for fire apparatus. 

The new auto combination, American LaFrance raacheae 
was delivered in June and after passing the usual tests by 
the Board of Underwriters, was accepted and placed in com- 
mission. The four man company at West Millbury has been 
disbanded and the steamer will be held in reserve at present. 
The storage battery equipment purchased through the Game- 
well Fire Alarm Telegraph Co., arrived in November and is 
partially installed. When some half dozen obsolete Stevens 
fire alarm boxes are replaced with the new Gamewell non-inter- 
fering boxes, the town will have a fire alarm system second to 
none. It is proposed to replace the old Stevens boxes at an 
early date. 

During the year Combination No. 1 has been overhhate and 
repaired and is at present in good condition. This machine 
has been in service 7 years and during that time has practically 
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been the whole department. With the new machine at Station | 
No. 2, the town has an efficient up-to-date equipment which will 
compare favorably with some of the smaller cities. 

Inasmuch as the efficiency of the department depends upon 
receiving alarms promptly, we request all citizens to familiarize 
themselves with the location and workings of the fire alarm 
box nearest to their home and place of business. After send- 
ing in an alarm of fire stay by the box until the first appara- 
tus arrives. Valuable time may be lost if the firemen have to 
hunt for the fire. Always call the department at once when 
fire is discovered. Do not fight a fire yourself and let it get 
away from you before calling the fire department. Use every 
effort to prevent fires. An ounce of prevention is said to be 

-worth a pound of cure. This is doubly true in fire prevention. 

During the year 1919 the valuation of property damaged by 
fire in the State of Massachusetts alone was upward of .285 
million dollars. The loss by fire was upward of 10 million 
dollars. Expert authorities agree that 90 per cent of all fires 
are caused by neglect or carelessness. We request all citizens 
to co-operate with the fire department in an effort to make the 
fire loss of Millbury as low as possible. | 

The financial account of the department will be found else- 
where. The overdraught was caused by the unexpected neces- 
sity of shingling the Engine House at No. 2. There are also 
minor expenses in connection with the installation of the 
storage battery system which were unexpected.

The Trustees submit Ae following as their eapuee for the 
vear ending December 31, 1920. The Library has been open 
228 days during the year. We have purchased 209 new books, 
which makes the total number now on file 11,096. The total 
‘circulation for the year was 15,896 classified as follows:.

We wish to acknowledge receipt of the Lowe gifts—from 
Mrs. Elizabeth Goffe Peirce and Mrs. Anna Peirce Reid 18 vol- 
umes Century Dictionary with stand, 56 other books and three 
pictures; from Worcester Public Library, six volumes; from 
Mr. C. C. Ferguson three volumes, and from Mrs. J. R. Lin- 
coln, 10 volumes. . 

As has been customary for the past few years, the Library is 
‘open Sunday afternoons for the winter months, between the 
hours of 2.30 and 5.30 for reading purposes only. 

We are pleased to report that owing to the increased appro- 
priation for 1920, we have been able to increase the salary of 
the Librarian to $750 and Asst. Librarian to $125 per year, as 
shown by our Financial Report. 

During the year the outside trimmings of the Library have 
been painted, and we have also graded the yard next to Water 
Street, the expense ut which has'been taken from the Calvin 
Barker Trust Fund.” | 
_ We realize that the success of any biaiy depends in a great 
measure upon its circulation, and this in turn depends upon 
the new books purchased each year. This matter has neées- 
sarily become of secondary importance, especially during the 
last two years, owing to the fact that maintenance bills must

prices, have been extraordinarily high. However, conditions 
are gradually coming back to normal, and we shall endeavor to 
give the matter of new books the attention it deserves.

By this arrangement, the principal 
($50.00 for half lots and $100.00 for whole lots) is deposited 
with the Savings Bank, where it remains intact, and the inter- 
est only is withdrawn annually to cover the expense of keep- 
ing the lot in shape.

elected, one for one year, one for two years, and one for three 
years; and at each annual Town Meeting thereafter, to elect one 
for the term of three years as the term of one expires, or take 
any action thereon. 


Article 36. To see if the Town will vote to elect the mem- 
bers of the Board of Selectmen, for terms of one, two and 
three years, at the annual Town Meeting to be held in February, 
1922, at which time members of said board will be elected, one 
for one year, one for two years, and one for three years; and at 
each annual Town Meeting thereafter, to elect one for the term 
of three years as the term of one expires, or take any action 
thereon. 


Article 37. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money sufficient to build a fence on the easterly line of 
the school house yard in West Millbury, to repair the other 
fences and make the entrance to the school house building safe 
and convenient for the pupils, or act thereon. 


Article 38. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
$200 to pay to the trustees for county aid to agriculture “Wor- 
cester County Farm Bureau” in accordance with the provisions 
of, and for the purposes of Chapter 273, Acts of 1918, or pass 
any vote or votes in relation thereto. 


Article 39. To see if the Town will choose a director in 
- accordance with the provisions of Chapter 273, of the Acts of 
1918, Section 1, to serve one year, or pass any vote or votes in 
relation thereto. 


Article 40. To see if the Town will raise and appropriaté 
the sum of $300 to finish repairing the road leading from the 
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residence of G. Burton Stowe to that of John J. Dolan, or take 
any action thereon. 


Article 41. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to place two electric lights on Prospect 
street beyond those which are already installed, or take any 
action thereon. ;

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Millbury: 

Under the present system of conducting school affairs the 
reports of the particular officers who do the work and disburse 
the money, give a detailed account of what has been done dur- 
ing the year. Those reports may be found on the subsequent 
pages; we recommend to you a careful perusal of them. 

There are two things that obviously come to the attention of 
the taxpayer; first, the large amount of money expended for 
school purposes, and second, whether that large amount of 
money is accomplishing for the present generation any greater 
benefit than the smaller amount spent a generation ago ac- 
complished for the school children in that period. As to the 
first, we should not be misled because everybody knows that 
prices have been steadily increasing for a considerable period 
of time. The committee feels that no moneys have been expend- 
ed which were not reasonably necessary for the proper conduct 
of the schools, and reminds you that the increase in school ex- 
penditures is not confined to this town or state, but is found 
to be universal throughout this country.. Statistics show that 
there is nearly ten times as much money appropriated and spent 
for school purposes today in the United States as there was in 
1871. This is not entirely due of course to a raise in prices. 
Increase in population, changes in the law requiring children to 
attend school for a longer period, and compelling municipali- 
ties to make improvements, and comply with conditions that 
seem to our legislators to be up to date, contribute in a great 
measure to this increase of expenditures. » It is necessary to 
economize as far as possible but failure to appropriate and 
spend money that is necessary for school purposes is not 
economy. Such a failure will react in the future to the detri- 
ment of the town that attempts such a course. As to the 
second, if anybody feels that the schools today are not accom- 
plishing what they did a generation ago we invite him to visit 
the schools and compare the work that is now being done with 
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the work that he did when he was at school. We all are apt to 
think that things are not as good today as they were in the - 
days gone by, and are prone to believing that present methods 
of education do not: produce the results that the simpler and 
less complex systems did in days gone by. The general answer 
to this proposition is that school committees have little or no 
choice as to the subjects to be taught, the length of time that 
schools shall be open, or the general conduct of running the 
schools. These are generally prescribed by law and if we de- 
sire any change it is to the legislature we should look. The 
obstacles to such changes will be met on all sides because of the 
difficulty in getting different communities to agree upon any 
method which will be considered by all better than the present 
system. 

The crowded condition of the school buildings makes it dif- 
ficult for the superintendent and the school teachers properly 
to accomplish the results that they desire. When the new high 
school building was erected many of us thought that it would 
meet the needs of the town for a long time to come, but the 
town has increased in population and consequently the num- 
ber of school children has increased. We are by law obliged to 
furnish sufficient accommodations, but the committee does not 
at this time recommend the building of any new buildings as 
the burden upon the taxpayers is heavy enough at the present 
time, and also as the town has voted to erect a new school 
house at East Millbury. We hope that this school house will 
be erected and ready for occupancy when the next school year 
begins. Delays were encountered in selecting plans within the 
limits of the appropriation that would meet the situation that 
presented itself at East Millbury. Then the question of where 
the school house should be erected caused further delay. The 
site has now been selected and the owner of the land is waiting 
the payment of the purchase price, to wit, one thousand dollars 
($1,000) before the delivery of the deed to the town. 

Times have changed very much so far as the employment of 
teachers is concerned. Twenty years ago, or even ten years 
ago, when a vacancy occurred we had several applicants for 
the position and we were able to select from the applicants the 
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one that appeared most competent to fill the position. Today 
when a vacancy occurs the superintendent is obliged to go out 
‘and look up teachers. We are frequently called upon to deter-. 
mine not whether we will hire a teacher at.our own figure, but 
whether we will engage her at the salary that she asks. Dur- 
ing the past year we were confronted with the situation of pay- 
ing salaries larger than we felt we could afford, or close the 
school and have no teacher. This does not in the least reflect 
upon the teachers, nor upon their attitude towards teaching, 
but merely outlines the conditions that’ exist. No one reason- 
ably can expect a teacher to remain in the employ of the school 
committee of Millbury if she can get a larger salary for the 
Same work in another town where conditions are just as at-. 
tractive. | 
During the past year the relations of the committee with the 
superintendent and the teachers have been harmonious. The 
schools have been conducted by the superintendent and the 
teachers with such efficiency and tact that the school commit- 
tee have not been called upon to settle controversies such as in 
past years caused considerable annoyance. We thank the tax- 
payers and citizens for their co-operation, and invite them to a 
more active participation in school affairs by visiting the 
schools and giving the committee the benefit of any suggestions 
that may occur to them after seeing the schools in active opera- 
tion. :

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS © 


To the Chairman of the School Committee: | 

I respectfully submit my ninth annual report and the thirty- 
first in the series of such reports by Millbury school superin- 
tendents. | 

The following topics have been selected for a somewhat super- 
ficial consideration as they should have here and elsewhere 
some particular interest for one reason or another. 


I. The Maintenance of Standards. 
II. The Relative Intelligence of Children. 
Ill. School Methods to be Emphasized. 
TV. Expenditure of School Money. 
~V. Adequacy of School Accommodations. 
VI. The People’s Cooperation for Better Schools. 


I. Maintenance of Standards 


A parent says, “My children seem to do well in school. They 
like their teachers, do not complain of their work, and seem to 
have good marks. I know however that many of your schools 
are overcrowded, and some on part time because of lack of 
room, that some of your teachers are inexperienced and prob- 
ably some less efficient than others. How do you know that all 
your schools are doing a standard amount of work? How do 
you know that they are not just covering the ground Without a 
proper thoroughness? Is there any way by which you can com- 
pare intelligently the work with that of corresponding grades 
elsewhere? If there is such a way it seems to me it would be 
invaluable as furnishingea proper basis for comparison and im- 
provement. It is obviously advantageous to know surely where 
the schools are weak and where strong, in order to improve them 
understandingly. If your schools are doing less well in read- 
ing, or arithmetic, or composition, or spelling, you ought to 
know it if you are to keep them up to a proper grade of effi- 
ciency. If you are constantly comparing the results obtained 
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in your schools with those gained elsewhere and are trying to 
strengthen the work found relatively weak, you will certainly 
keep the schools more nearly ‘up to concert pitch,’ so to speak. 
No teacher would like to feel that her school is doing less 
than a standard grade of work. Is there, then, some way of de- 
termining fairly accurately the relative standing of children of 
the same grades here and elsewhere and do you make use of this 
in checking up the work of your schools and for the promotion 
of their improvement?” 

Since the amount of work to be Aone in any grade is nearly 
standard throughout the country, it has not been difficult to 
devise means of comparison. While the quantity of work is 
essentially the same for the same grades, the quality varies 
naturally with the skill of the teacher, the excellency of her 
course of study, the size of her school and the adequacy of its 
equipment. We try to minimize these differences by the in- 
troduction of better methods, by better organization, by mak- 
ing the school smaller and its equipment larger. As a result we 
find children in going from grade to grade, or school to school 
in the same town or different towns, do this without evidence 
of material difference in preparation. 2 

We are however able to compare the work done here with 
that in corresponding schools elsewhere and do this in such 
subjects as reading, spelling, composition and arithmetic. 
Standard tests in*these subjects have been devised for each 
grade and have been given so widely throughout the country 
that certain results have been agreed upon as above or below 
normal. If a school system finds in giving these tests that the 
results from them in any subject for any grade or any school 
are below the established standard, a search for causes is at 
once made and remedies sought so as ,o correct the fault as 
soon as possible. The test furnishes the teacher an impartial 
criterion for her work. Whatever may be its type, the test will 
be as fair for her as for others everywhere. A goal is provided 
to be reached and the sensible teacher at once “mends her ways” 
so as to reach it as expeditiously as possible. The-standard test 
thus becomes a stimulus to greater efficiency as is proved by the 
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better results secured from later tests of the same or suc- 
ceeding years. 

In Millbury with the idea of finding out how the results here 
compared with those gained elsewhere and of showing our 
teachers how their work compared in efficiency with that of 
others, we have been giving several of these tests for a number 
of years. More would be given and more frequently but for 
lack of sufficient office help to correct, tabulate, and diagnose 
the results. Enough, however, have been given to show their 
value as a means of comparison and as furnishing a standard 
of attainment. They have helped to justify the teacher’s recom- 
mendations for promotion, extra promotion, or for retardation. 
As they are also speed as well as comprehension tests, they 
have helped the teacher to judge better the relative capacities of 
her pupils in quickness and accuracy of comprehension, and so 
the relative lengths of time required to learn lessons. With this 
better understanding of individual differences in her pupils. 
she can more effectively and wisely direct and supervise the 
progress of each. 


II. Relative Intelligence of Children. 


Some one says, “There is a great deal said now about finding 
the relative intelligence of children of any age or grade, which 
are superior, which normal and which backward, with the idea 
of using the knowledge gained for the better grading and direct- 
ing of each in school. People now realize it is ‘just as bad to 
advance a bright child too slowly as to allow a slow child to go 
too fast. Each child should be permitted to advance only as 
fast as his ability justifies. 

“Procrustes tried to fit all his visitors to one bed. If they 
were too long he sawed them off, if too short stretched them to 
the proper length. Some people have felt that the schools were 
doing the same thing to the minds of children that Procrustes 
did to men’s bodies. Whereas Procrustes killed the bodies, the 
school is so far as it standardized the progress of all, tended to 
deaden the minds of the brightest by not providing enough for 
them to do, and of its most backward by giving them too much. 
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“What are your schools doing to find out what children are 
superior minded, what normal and what backward for their 
ages and grades, and having found this out what are you doing 
to promote the best progress of each? Surely if you can know 
for certainty which children should advance faster than nor- 
mal and which slower you will be in a better position to direct 
the work of each intelligently. You can then give to each the 
type of work best adapted to him and advance him according 
to his ability. If there is a way early in his school life of find- 
ing out whether a child is really backward or only indisposed 
to learn, serious mistake in regard to his treatment may be 
avoided. Such a mistake as was made in the following instance 
would have been impossible. 

‘““A boy had been passed into the fourth grade after frequent 
retardations without having learned thoroughly much of any- 
thing. His teachers regarded him as mentally deficient and 
everything in school seemed to justify their belief. Suddenly it 
was found, that the boy for his age had good business ability. 
The teacher began to doubt her estimate of him. She asked 
him why he did not do better in school. He said, studving 
would not do him any good. It would be a waste of time. When 
the teacher showed him how important reading, writing, etc., 
would be to him in business and how badly off he would be 
without them he began to see their value. From then on he im- 
proved in his work and soon became a good scholar. Before 
this,-he had been dull in school, because he could see no use in 
knowing what was taught there.’ 

“Tt is then especially desirable to know when they first enter 
school whether children that appear backward are really so 
in order for the teacher to do for them what is best and do this 
without mistake. Is there then any way of determining this and 
how and are you availing yourself of this method to assist teach- 
ers in the mental diagnosis of their children ?” 

The mental intelligence of children even at an early age can 
be determined very accurately by the use of the Binet Tests. 
Some schools have these tests given regularly to all children 
who appear backward and from the results shape their future 
policy toward them. Every year in Millbury we have a certain 
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number of children entering school who do not “get on” in their 
work. They appear to be backward children but we cannot be 
absolutely sure without application of the Binet Test. As this 
cannot be given very successfully except by a specialist we have 
not been able to use it in our schools as much as we would like. 
Some years, an expert from Clark University is available and 
when so we have had him come and test doubtful cases but 
this has been only seldom possible. So we have many children 
in the primary grades whose work cannot be intelligently direct- 
ed because we do not know whether to class them as really 
backward children or as only apparently so. It,can be plainly 
seen that if we could diagnose the ability ofthese children posi- 
tively, we could insure them much wiser treatment in school. 

As the state has now appointed a clinic to examine such chil- 
dren with the idea of promoting their better progress in school, 
there seems reason to believe that.in the near future we shall be 
able to know what children should be expected to do a standard 
amount of work and what should be assigned special help on 
special work. 

Procrustes did nothing worse than the schools do in holding 
children to tasks beyond their ability to perform successfully. 
The school should be adapted to the child, not the’child to the 
school. Intelligence testing will tend to bring about this re- 
form and the sooner the better for children everywhere. 

In the higher grades, however, there are several tests like 
the Otis that are very helpful in determining children’s relative 
capacities. These can be given intelligently by teachers or 
superintendent. We, in 6th, 7th and 8th grades, have given the 


‘Haggarty and the Otis Tests and tabulated the results and com- 


pared them. As these are speed as well as comprehension tests, 
they not only show how accurately the pupil thinks, but also 
how fast. The results show pretty plainly which children have 
an intelligence beyond that of their grade, which are normal 
and which have too little intelligence to do well the work of 
the grade they are in. This information is valuable to the 
teacher. We find a pupil with a mark for the test far above 
standard for his class or his age. His work will be doubtless 
rearranged so as to bring about more rapid promotion. Another 
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pupil is doing rather poor work yet his intelligence test is 
above average for his age or class. Apparently he is not doing 
as much as he can. The teacher now knowing he is capable, 
can work with him much more understandingly. In the same 
way the tests show the teacher which children are very slow 
in their work, and which have little comprehension of what 
they attempt. They are a great help to the teacher also in 
corroborating her judgment in promoting or not promoting. 
The parent cannot very well blame the teacher for not advanc- 
ing the child faster when his intelligence test justifies retaining 
the child where he is. 


III. Ideas in Education to be Emphasized 


A great deal is being said about silent reading, the socialized 
recitation, and problem and project teaching. Their purpose is 
to develop in the child larger capacity to understand easily 
what he reads silently, to show this not only by his answers 
but also even more by the questions he formulates for himself 
and the class. Emphasis on thought getting from silent reading 
instead of simply reading aloud teaches the child how to study. 
It then becomes possible for him to develop his initiative by 
making his own questions which require greater thought on his 
part and produce larger interest in him. The socialized recita- 
tion gives him freer scope in asking the questions he has pre- 
pared, of the class, and in-having them ask him their questions 
in return. The recitation is no longer “cut and dried” but the 
larger part taken by each pupil makes it more alive and vital, . 
for everybody is interested because he has some part in it that 
he has thought out for himself. His problems are important 
because he has made them himself. ‘We are _ talking 
much about the schools making good citizens. We have 
sometimes thought that the schools did not give enough 
attention to teaching children to think, to understand 
what they read, to reason from cause to effect, to want 
to find out things for themselves, in other words to have intelli- 
gent initiative. When every child does everything the same 
way, learns his lessons by rote, recites what the book says and 
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no more, is asked no questions that require him to think, and is 
discouraged from asking questions in which he is interested, 
the effect is deadening to any mental growth or to the de- 
velopment of initiative. We now believe if the child is to be- 
come a good citizen, he should not only be taught in such a way 
that he will love manliness and all that goes with it but also 
that he will have acquired the habit of thinking out things for 
himself and arriving at sensible conclusions. Such a training 
could not fail very well to produce good citizens. “Is anything 
being done in the schools through increased attention to silent 
reading to develop better habits of study and comprehension ; 
through problem and project study to produce better ability to 
think and to initiate, and through the socialized recitation to 
create a more vital personal interest on the part of the pupil 
in the recitation because of the more active part he himself 
takes ?” 


1. With Reference to Silent Reading 


‘Because of the fact that we have so little use for reading 
aloud in actual life and are so dependent upon the quickness and 
accuracy with which we comprehend what we read silently, for 
several years our schools have been emphasizing silent reading. 
Outlines as to methods have been furnished all teachers from 
the fourth grade up. We have felt that better silent readers 
must produce in the higher grades less pupils unable to “get 
on” well because “they do not know how to study.” Teaching 
to read silently in the proper way, is nothing else than teach- 
ing how to study. 

To find out whether our silent reading methods are effec- 
tive, we have given for the past few years standard silent read- 
ing tests in all the higher grades below the high school. These 
are not only comprehensive but also speed tests. They show 
not only how thoughtfully the pupil reads but also how fast. 
They show which children are fast and understanding readers, 
which slow but careless and without not much comprehension. 
The tests help to show the relative difficulties of comprehension 
in reading of each child. If he is quick and understands well, 
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then he will learn his lessons with less time, and should there- 
fore have more work. If he is slow but accurate in his reading 
test, then means should be taken to make him read faster, for 
the slow reader will always be at a disadvantage compared 
with the quicker reader of equal comprehension. Now and then 
the test will show some pupil, who does poorly in his work, to 
be a really rapid and understanding reader. Evidently for 
some reason he is not doing as well as he should. It becomes 
the teacher’s problem to find out how to bring out the latest 
ability. The slower and less comprehending readers can now 
be differentiated and receive the special attention they need to 
make them efficient readers. With careful attention to the 
diognosis of the results of the silent reading tests, and applying 
the knowledge thus gained to improve individual comprehen- 
sion of reading, we hope to develop a larger per cent of good 
students in our higher grades and in the high school. / 


IT. In Regard to Problem Study 


To a greater or less extent all our geography and history in- 
struction has been based on the “problem method.” Children 
have been taught to learn causes and effects, to get the thought 
and not the words of the text, to associate and compare the re- 
mote with the near by, the past With the present, to go to the 
library for supplementary material, to make also questions for 
themselves on the lesson that they may understand it the better 
themselves. Problems are suggested by the teacher and also 
proposed by the pupils for class discussion and investigation. 


LIT. Aés to the'Socialized Recitation 


The socialized recitation desirable as it is as a means of de- 
veloping ability to think, to originate, to find out things for 
one self, to arouse greater individual and class interest, has 
‘not been as much used in our schools as its value deserves, but 
largely because it is a comparatively new thing with us and we 
have only begun to emphasize its importance as an additional 
means of increased interest and stimulus for the child. Using 
the problem method of instruction to a considerable extent, 
it would seem a logical next step to use more generally the 
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socialized recitation where the child can actually use the prob- 
lems he has made and his power of self expression be more 
largely developed thereby. | 


IV. School Expenditures 


The taxpayer says, “I notice that every year more money is 
spent for schools. I do not see that we are doing very different- 
ly in our schools or better than was done in the past. Is there 
any way by which I can find out whether our school expendi- 
tures are relatively larger or smaller? It seems to me every 
citizen ought to want to know where this information can be 
found so that he can satisfy himself wherein, if at all, our 
appropriations are too large or too small. He can then at the 
annual town meeting speak with intelligence in regard to the 
items of the appropriation asked for schools.” 

The State every year publishes a report which gives in detail 
the expenditures of every town and city for schools and also the 
amount per pupil spent for each item, as books, supplies, teach- 
ers, etc. A comparison of these statistics with those of Mill- 
bury will at once show wherein our expenditures are large or 

small relatively. 
- The following are a few of the figures based upon this report 
for 1920.

These increases have been made for the most part from the 
State Reimbursement for Teachers’ Salaries which this year 
amounted to $8,472.50. 
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V. School Accommodations 


Some one says, “I hear that most of your school rooms have 
over 40 pupils and are therefore overcrowded, that four schools 
are only on part time, that one has two teachers teaching at the 
same time, that you, though required by law, have no room set 
apart for backward children. I do not see how even the best 
teachers can do a standard amount of work laboring under 
such adverse conditions. If they have too many children, or 
they do not have them for a full day or they have them with the 
confusion of two classes at the same time, only the very best 
teachers will make a creditable record. If there are 48 chil- 
dren in the room and they are divided into two divisions recit- 
ing alternately for 20 to 25 minutes at a time, how can any child 
receive more than a minute of the recitation time if he receives 
only his fair share of attention? What are you doing to remedy 
this condition of congestion and what will happen if no addi- 
tional school room is provided ?” 

We are in the following ways trying to remedy as far as we 

can the present crowded conditions : 
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By forming part time classes. 
By employing two teachers to a room. 
3. By transfer from more crowded to less crowded schools. 
4. By extra promotions where practical. 
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Next September the three room school at Millbury Junction 
will be ready for occtipancy but this will take away less than 
forty pupils and will not materially reduce the congestion. We 
would still have 6 teachers for four rooms at Providence St., 
and 7 for six rooms at Union. 

If this growth in population continues as seems likely and 
no additional school room is provided, we shall have to con- 
tinue our present methods of school accommodation undesir- 
able as they may seem and: carry them even further. That the 
effect will be to the disadvantage of the schools goes without 
saying. An experienced and competent teaching force has thus 
far saved the situation. 


VI. Local Cooperation 


“Are the people of Millbury interested in promoting the wel- 
fare of their schools? The most important business of a town 
is the educating of its children for future citizenship. People 
should be concerned in its success because what kind -of a 
country we shall have will be effected a great deal by the train- 
ing we give now in our schools. In what ways are people 
either as individuals or as groups striving to cooperate for bet- 
ter schools?” 

People of Millbury in many ways have taken a very helpful 
interest in the schools. 


I. By offering prizes for superior merit. 


1. The Hurd prize for High School Seniors. 
2. The Perry prize for High School Freshmen.

Il. By providing a school nurse as is done by the District 
Nursing Association. 
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Ill. By providing a “story hour” weekly during the winter 
at the library for elementary school children as is done by the 
Woman’s Club. | 

IV. By relieving the teachers of most of the bookkeeping 
connected with the School Savings System as is done by the 
. Millbury Savings Bank. 

V. By encouraging home productive activities as has been 
done for several years by a group of Millbury citizens. This 
money contributed by them has made possible having a garden 
supervisor, having home and community gardens, and offering 
substantial prizes for best exhibits and best gardens. This 
year the garden prizes amounted to $30 and the exhibits prizes — 
to $14. The following men or corporations contributed: W. L. — 
Proctor of Buck Bros., Mayo Woolen Co., Edward F. Rice & 
Co., Cordis Mills, Millbury Steel Foundry, J. H. Williams & 
Co., Millbury Mills, F. W. Hooper of West End Thread Co. 

This assistance is promoting better conditions and work in 
the school has been very gratifying to all connected with the 
schools.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


Mr. C. C. Ferguson, Superintendent of Schools. 
Dear Sir: 

I herewith submit my report as Principal of the Millbury 
High School. 

For practically the first three months of the year 1920, the 
High School worked under such difficulties as handicapped 
every organization that depends to any extent on the condi- 
tions of the weather and the facilities of transportation. A 
goodly percentage of our enrollment has to make use of either 
the electric or steam railways, and during these months service 
on both was limited. Notwithstanding the necessary adjust- 
ments of school hours and the unusually frequent omission of 
the school session, neither the standard of scholarship nor the 
general progress of activities of the school suffered appreciably. 
In fact, during these very months, besides the scheduled work, 
Millbury High School rehearsed for a play, “Line Busy,” which 
was given in the Town Hall April 13, to the financial advan- 
tage of the athletic fund. The play was followed by prepara- 

tion for the annual Freshman Declamation Contest, the exist- 
ence of which is due to the kindly generosity of Mrs. C. B. 
Perry. On the night of June fourth, Alice Modig and James 
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McArdle were adjudged winners of the Perry prizes. In the 
essay contest for Dr. Hurd’s prize, Pearl Beaton received the 
award for Hee essay on “Shoes and their Importance to Health.” 


The Class of 1920 


On June 23rd, eleven boys and eleven girls were graduated 
from the Millbury High School. Among those attending insti- 
tutions of higher learning are Leslie Hooper, Worcester Poly- 
technic Institute; William Kinniery, Holy Cross College; Con- 
stance Barratt, Bates College; Henry Leclaire, Tufts Dental 
School. Three girls of the class, Elizabeth Tobin, Pearl Beaton, 
and Gladys Haynes have entered the Worcester Normal School. 
Business colleges have attracted seven: Lyndon Martyn, Elen 
Sullivan, Roland Dunn, Cuthbert Desy, Agnes McMahon, Helen 
Shay and Evelyn Bryant. Adin Davis is enrolled as a student 
at Boston Normal Art School; Milton Kallstrom at Worcester 
Academy. The remaining six have accepted positions in var- 
ious lines of work. : 


Enrollment 


The enrollment this year shows an increase over last year of 
four; one hundred fifty-five registered in September of which 
24 are Seniors, 31 Juniors, 48 Sophomores, and 52 Freshmen. 
The increase this year is not due to a larger Freshman class; 
for 62 Freshmen last year, this year we have but 52. Rather 
is it, due to the largest Sophomore class that the school has 
ever ‘known. Of the 62 Freshmen enrolled in September of last 
year, 48 are in the Sophomore class, leaving a loss of 14. Of 
the 14, six left the first month—one being transferred, five going 
to work; four more left within two or three months, showing 
that at least nine of the 14 had no intention of going through 
high school, their short period of attendance merely fulfilling 
the legal requirement that no child may leave school under 
fourteen years of age. There remain four to be accounted for; 
one of these was transferred to another school; three either of 
necessity or desire, after a full year in the high school, are now 
working. These three in the total of 14 represent our real loss. 
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Development of Individual Responsibility 


Quite frankly, I believe that our success in retaining so large 
a percentage of the entering class of 1919 is due, as I pointed 
out in my report of last year, to our efforts to enlarge the 
scope of interest in the work of the High School. The period 
between the ages of 14 and 16 is vital in the educational life 
of the child. Certain unfortunate ones must leave school to go 
to work at the bare legal requirement of 14 years. There is, 
however, a large percentage of others who are kept in school 
during this period only if their interest is successfully aroused. 
It cannot, we believe, be done by the school curriculum alone. 
Aided and abetted, however, by extra-curriculum interests, a 
new stimulus is given the child’s academic work, since no pupil 
is allowed to take part in any school affair to the detriment of 
his scholarship standing. In the indifferent and the interested 
alike, these activities have engendered a spirit of responsibil- 
ity; first and most important, a responsibility for their own 
standing; perhaps equally important, their feeling of respon- 
sibility to the school and to their classmates for the success of 
these activities. Moreover, whenever it is feasible, as much as 
possible of the management of the particular ogranization is 
left to the pupils, especially is an effort made to give them 
charge of the small financial affairs connected therewith. 


Athletics 


That these activities shall do all that our plan intends, noth- 
ing is more important than to reach all our pupils—those in- 
terested in baseball as well as those interested in short story 
writing, those who have histrionic aspirations as well as the 
musically inclined. Athletics, during the baseball and basket- 
ball season, has always held prime favor. Our baseball record 
last year suffered from the temporary abandonment of the 
Blackstone Valley League, although a number of games were 
played with other schools. Basketball continues to hold the 
attention of the boys, although opportunity for a first class 
team is denied through lack of proper facilities in the way of 
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equipment and gymnasium. The condition of the latter makes 
it inadvisable to retain girls’ teams. 


“Reflector” 


Of even wider appeal than athletics, we find the school paper, 
the “Reflector,” which came into being September, 1920. Its 
monthly appearance is prima facie evidence of friendly but 
keen class competition. Not only has it meant a fortunate 
means of expression for the few of talent and general improve- 
ment in the composition work of the school, but to the “Re 
flector’ is largely due the credit for a very real and healthy 
school spirit now existing in Millbury High School, a spirit 
that must develop into civic pride and civic responsibility. 


Oral Exercise 


In encouraging this latter phase of school endeavor, that is, 
the conscious preparation for the duties of life, has been our 
work in oral composition. While the regular classes of the 
school do the day after day preparation in this, our public de- 
clamation contests and the production of plays furnish a power- 
ful incentive to the child’s mind that instinctively craves 
praise, and in earning the latter he is at the Same time gaining 
command of himself and command of his language. 


Musical Interests 


The orchestra organized in September of 1920 has met with 
encouraging success and this year a larger field of interest for 
those of musical tastes was found in the formation of a glee 
club of about forty voices. Every argument that has been ad- 
vanced for the promotion of community singing can be put for- 
ward with greater potency for a high school glee club, which 
not only gives opportunity for unison singing but which en- 
courges a familiarity with songs of a far better standard than 
the all too popular “popular” variety. 
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Dr. Lincoln’s Prize 


With athletics, dramatic work, a paper, an orchestra, and 
glee club enlarging and enlivening the work of the school— 
whereas it means extra work on the part of the faculty to no 
inconsiderable extent—it means also, to the best of our en- 
deavors, a school that is trying to grant to every child his right 
to an education, not an education of school books alone, but of 
character as well. It means, we hope, an institution that can 
attract and keep its pupils, reaching out for the lazy and the 
indifferent, encouraging and inspiring the interested and the 
talented. We believe that the towspeople are in accord with 
_us in this matter. Striking testimony of this compatibility is 
made in the recent offer of Dr. J. R. Lincoln, School Physician, 
of an annugl award of ten dollars to the boy of the High 
School adjudged to rank first in “scholarship, athletics, general 
appearance, manliness, and honor.” In making the award, the 
judges (the Superintendent of Schools, the Principal and 
teachers) are to count fifty per cent for scholarship, twenty- 
five per cent for athletics, and twenty-five per cent for the re- 
maining points of character. 

I should like particularly to call attention to the division of 
credit that Dr. Lincoln makes in his award. To those not in 
sympathy with an enlarged curriculum, school activities are 
often confused with. distractions. That we regard scholarship 
at least as fifty per cent of our work assuredly is proved by this 
preliminary survey of the future intentions of our graduating 
class, with its striking bias in favor of further education. Of 
the twenty-four Seniors, six are preparing for college, eight for 
normal school, two for business college, five for special schools 
such as trade, physical culture, and finishing schools. Only 
three can offer no definite aim other than to accept whatever 
work shall be offered. If each succeeding class can equal this 
record, we shall feel that in fulfilling our aims, we have justi- 
fied our contentions.

' The High School, I feel, speaks for itself. Spirit, attitude | 
and cooperation on the part of Principal, teachers, and pupils, 
measure up to a very high percent, and too much praise can- 
not be given. The orchestra under the successful directorship 
of Miss Dudley, contributes a large share in making the music 
periods not only practical but enjoyable, and I take this oppor- 
tunity to thank Miss Dudley for the assistance and interest she 
has given and shown in this work.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING AND 
MANUAL TRAINING 


Mr. C. C. Ferguson, 
Supt. of Schools. 

My Dear Sir:—I hereby submit my first report as Supervisor 
of Drawing and Manual Training in the Millbury schools. 

Our work this year began later than usual,—in October. 
With the fine cooperative spirit throughout the school system, 
however, we may still hope to accomplish the usual year’s work. 

Rather than planning merely a conventional course, I aim to 
make the drawing and manual training practical and of in- 
trinsic value to the pupils. The work is planned within the 
scope of each class, and presented in such a way as to reach not. 
only the few who have artistic ability, but the many who have 
not. 3 Wad 
In the lower grades we have studied form and proportion, 
simple perspective, drawing from memory, and single fold con- 
struction. Houses, trees, fruit, vegetables, furniture, birds and 
animals have been the means of presenting the above subjects. 
We have made use of the scissors more than the pencil, because 
all the children use scissors with more confidence. A cutting 
lesson allows the teacher to guide each step in the child’s pro- 
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cess of analyzing the object he is representing ; in this way the 
results on his paper are good, and he is forming a habit of clear 
thinking and keen observation. | 

The work in the upper grades, V to VIII, has been lettering, 
design, perspective, cut letters, drawing by imitation, and con- . 
_ Struction. Here we try for more accurate representation of 
objects, and begin to give the pupils standards by which they 
ean select what is beautiful and in good taste. Perspective we 
are teaching by the keyline method, which makes this branch 
of drawing as simple as writing; and leaves no ground for the 
old excuse “I can’t draw.” 

Some very satisfactory design, lettering and water color 
work has been done in the High School. The school paper 
affords some problems in lettering and illustration for the free 
hand drawing class. 

The beginning class in mechanical drawing is working for 
standard methods of dimensioning, lettering, and placing 
views of geometrical blocks. The next class is studying mach- 
ine drawing, and the advanced students work from blue prints 
such as are used in machine shops. The course will include a: 
review of projections, and of the methods of designing machine 
details, as gear teeth, saw teeth, nuts, bolts, and screw threads. 

The manual training classes, Grades VII and VIII, have 
made coat hangers, hat racks, broom holders, glove and hand- 
kerchief boxes, and magazine racks. Before making an article 
the student must be able to read the working drawing and make 
out a stock bill of the number of pieces of wood required and 
the size of each piece. In this way, we promote accuracy, and 
economy in the use of our wood. 

The classes are conducted on shop principles; each student 
sharing responsibility for the order of the benches and cabinets 
and care of the equipment. This method prevents loss and un- 
necessary breakage of tools. 

Finally, I wish to sincerely thank the superintendent, teach- 
ers, and all others connected with the schools, for their inter- 
est and cooperation.

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REPORT OF SEWING SUPERVISOR 


Mr. C. C. Ferguson, 
Supt. of Schools, 
Millbury, Mass. 

My Dear Mr. Ferguson:—In sewing this year, besides 
learning the various stitches, their application, garment con- 
struction and millinery, we plan to study textiles more ex- 
tensively. 

Grade V. | 

Sewing is begun in the fifth grade. Last year after the sew- 
ing outfit was made the girls applied the fundamental stitches 
on doll’s beds. This proved a most attractive problem and the 
children were enthusiastic, but the reason for its introduction 
primarily was economy. These beds were made from bits of 
cloth brought from home; left-overs and that eliminated the 
purchasing of material at exorbitant prices. me 

A simple sewing apron was also made in this grade. In 
some schools where the numbers were small, before the end of 
the year, the girls made kimono blouses and in some cases 
skirts. : 

Grade VI. 

In Grade VI where machine operating is introduced we found 
it necessary because of large numbers, to divide the class in 
halves. One group working on problems that required machine 
sewing and the other group ,doing hand work. Both these 
problems must be finished in a certain number of weeks, then 
the opportunity to work at machine is given group No. 2. 

Bungalow aprons, blouses, kimonos and slips, tea-aprons 
and sewing aprons were made by respective groups. 


Grade VII. 


Here again in Grade VII we found it necessary to divide the 
classes. The commercial pattern is here introduced. Bloom- 
ers and a more difficult waist, with set-in sleeves were made 
by the group doing machine work, while the other part of the 
room worked on pin .cushion covers, embroidered and hem- 
stitched, aprons and caps. ; 
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In schools where no machines were available and garment 
construction should be taught, we made rag dolls. Garments 
-were made for these dolls and they were large enough so that 
the girls were able to learn the use of patterns, cutting and 
construction and yet were small enough to be made in a com- 
paratively short length of time and with a small amount of 
material. Sample pockets, arrowheads and stars were made 
by this same group and were done especially well. 


Grade VIII. 


Here also the class is divided. Dresses, blouses and under- » 
wear have been made by machines, while guest towels, sample 
finishings and mending were done by the hand workers. 

In the high school all sewing is done after school this year, 
making it possible for more girls to take the subject. 

Dresses, middies, aprons, blouses, underwear, embroidery 
and last of all hats were made in class. These hats we were 
especially proud of. They cost less than one-third of the store 
price, consequently were very economical. They were made 
well for the most part and last but not least, were becoming 
to the wearers. The class as a whole took a shopping trip to 
one of the wholesale millinery stores in Worcester and selected 
trimmings for these hats. This proved a most interesting pro- 
ject. 

New covers were made for the typewriters in the commercial 
department by the high school class. ; 

In closing my report, I wish to express my appreciation of 
the cooperation and earnest efforts of the principals and teach- 
ers and to thank you and the committee for your generous help.
